"D's- 
armament la an economic necessity" 
he aa'd; and; added that In (ho United 
StatM''^ïci)(i()0 ,000,00t)' are spent annu- 
ally on armaments while uneinploy- 
nionl, poverty, Imnk fa'.lure, low wages 
and sweat shop labour are rampant. 
The money spent .In' a battleship, he 
said, could bo used to build SO ho.i- 
p'.lals, rW miles of roads, 1,000 schools 
or l.OCK) modern home.i. 

Interest In llntnanily 

Allan Anderson, the first speaker for 
the negative, opened his case by saylnc 
that the subject should bo approached 
In terms of humanltyi "Tho security 
\>t tho world rests In armaments", he 
said, "The only real force for peace Is 
tho arming of bîg nations aeainst each 
other," War Is a disease of -nankind 
and as a dcsoaso Is cured by an antl- 
tox'n, so war should bo cured by means 
of armaments". Furthermore, h^ said. 
Increased armaments bring a hood he- 
cause they stimulate Industry and pro- 
vide work for unemployed. The speaker 
went on to say that perhaps two or 
throe war:i will take place before peace 
will bo entabiishod but "that in the end 
peace will come through .nrmamcnls 
wliich give nations security. 

The second speaker of the affirma- 
tive, M. N. Lissmann, admitted th.it 
war was a disease but added that one 
doea not cure diseases by means of 
their c.mse.s. "In order to arm, a na- 
tion must h.xvo raw muterlals, iuul in 
order to acquire raw mator'nis u na- 
tion must havo war. Tho world today 
is .a unit; increased armaments In one 
country liiivo repercussions every- 
where", lie added.

'J^HE people of Canada are not sure that an act of 
war agitlnst the British empire will of necessity 
be Unprovoked, that an act of war by Great Britain 
will of necB«Eity ba Justified, and above all they are 
not sure that the present policy of the British Gov- 
eniment Is using all the possibilities for the preserva- 
tion of peace. "They are not convinced that Great 
Britain will not find herself at war, unless in defence 
of peace, freedom and the rights of small natlonis.

Concerts Symphoniqtie 

Jl^ rROGRAMMIS which was dietlnotly unusual, 
whether you llkod the selections chosen er nat, 
was given by tho Orchestra ot tho Conixirts Bynipha< 
niques da Montreal at I'latoau Hall on Friday night. 
Sandwiched between worka by Motart and Beethavan 
wei-o three pieces ot the descriptive ar programma 
type, two of them previously unknown la M^nlfea). 

' The programme opened with MOsarl'a flymphany 
in O Minor, One admired an^ waa amaxed at lha 
sure deft touch with whlfih M. Pollelltr han<na4 tha 
Orchestra. Tha musicians responded nieely to hla 
mood, and their playing waa dear.cut and preplN- 
But in aplta of ita technical eseeltenee tha perforan- 
anca aomohow failed to capture the lightness and 
grace which la Moxart'a especial m.igic. This waa 
particularly noticeable In the slow movement. 

For the next Item, "ISBcalea" by the modem 
French composer Jncquea (bert, the Orohestm was 
under tho direction of Jran-Marie Beaudol. The 
muaio was essentially descriptive, it? three parts 
bearing the titles Rome and I'alernia, Tunis and 
Spain. Such eharacterlslniï touches oa Arap plpe^, 
and castanets help In establishing atmospliere: the 
music owes much to the Innueuce of Debussy, which, 
of course. Is meant as coridomnatlon, not crltlsicisn). 

Following the Intermlasion Leo-Pol Morin Joined 
tha Orchestra to introduce the Montreal RImsky 
Korsakoff's Piano Concerto, This work waa beauti- 
fully played. The music haa a soothing, hynotlc 
quality that was very pleasant. M. Morln'a atyta 
seemed ideally suited to the music, and the perform- 
ance waa very satisfying. 

M. Pelletier'a nest choice was Freidrich Bmat- 
ana'a "t* Molda)!". The lauslo descrlbea tha pro- 
greaa of a brooH growing iu^ a mighty river on ita 
way to tha sea. It cohtalna some plcocant tunes: 
the Orchestra played It wall, actileving a'clhnax of 
surging sound. 

The programma ended with Beethoven's Leonora 
Ovartura No. 3.
